since the hoard of state charities 
began 
collecting statistics, 
twenty 
years ago, has the number of prison­ 
ers been 
so low,

to a 
statement Amos W. Butler, secretary 
o f the board o f state charities, issued 
Friday. 
The 
statement 
giv es 
the 
total in Hoosier jails at the close of 
the state fiscal v ear, September 30, 
as 456. 
One v ear ago the total was 
510, but for the twelv e years pre­ 
ceding. tlie population of the jails 
nev er was less than 1,000 and once, 
in 1914, it 
was as high 
as 1,459. 
The statement, which is an exhaus­ 
tiv e treatise on Hoosier jail condi­ 
tio ns as fa r as population is con­ 
cerned. goes on to snv : 
Of the 456 in the jails 
406 arel 
men and hoys, 54 are women and J 
girls. 
Of the men and hoys, 222 are 
awaiting trial. 98 are serv ing sen­ 
tences, 32 are insane held for s a fe ­ 
k eeping, and 50 are held for v ariou> j 
other reasons. 
Of the 54 women and j 
girls, 15 are awaiting trial, 13 are 
serv ine sentence. 17 are insane and 
9 are held for v arious other reasons. ]
